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Queft. 1. Hether Hobbs or Leftrange the better 
Cc hritian ? ; : 
Anjw. We might with juttice 


enough get off from this Queftion, by rejeéting it a- 
mong thofe unanfwerable ones which we have already 
told the World we'll have nothing to do with. But 
that we mayn’t altogether feem to put a fleight on two 
fuch Perfons of Quality, well fee if we can make any 
thing of em. For Mr. Hobbs, its notorious to any who 
have but caftan Eve on his Works, that he owns none 
but a materia! God, that he holds an abfolute Fatal ne- 
ceffity for the worft actions, that he denies Hell, orany 
future Punifhments, rhat he Jeflens, if not quite deftro}s 
the Miracles of our Saviour himfelf, as well as thofe 
recorded inthe Old Teftament, that he perfectly con- 
founds Power and Right, and makes Fuftice nothing but 
Cuftom, which can end in nothing but deftroying the 
Eternal diffirence of good and evil, (as indeed any man 
mult, who owns the fatal neceffity) That agreeable to 
his Notion of Power, ¢gc. he teaches abfolute obedience, 
without any relerve fo much as of Gods Law, from the 
People torhe King, (and according to the fame Princi- 
ple) from King to People too, if they get uppermoft, 
and finds faule in his Bebemoth with the Author of the 
Whole Duty of Man, for afirming, that we ought nor to 
obey the Prince when he exacts any thing contrary tothe com- 
mands of God. Laft of all, that we may effectually 
judge what a Chri/tian he was, his avow'd Principles, 
if not his pofitive Affertions, plainly inferr the Alchoran 
of equal Authority with the H. Bible, nay Superior to it 
under the Turkifh Dominions, for both he and his Ditci- 
ples ground their belief of our Bible only on the Autho- 
rity of the State that enjoyns it; whence ‘tis eafily in- 
ferr’d, that fhou’d Authority enjoyn the Alchoran, or 
fhou'd any of em live under that Authority which did 
enjoyn it, chey muft embrace ic as the Gofpel, the Reli- 
gion of the State being to conclude theirs, and all the 
Martyrs a parcel of Fools, and worfe, as they’l] not 
ftick to call ’em. Then for the goednels of his Temper, 
his frank Di(/pofition and Humour, his Ingenuity and Cou- 
rage,and Quality,tggy were juft as remarkable as his Re- 
ligion, and were ofa piece with it. However,this we can't 
without injujtice deny, that he was an univerfal Sche/ar,th® 
unlefs we are miftaken, more a /barp Mit, than a deep or 
found Philofopber. And to this ill-natur’d Wit of his, which 
he did not want, was added an excellent Englifh Phi- 
lofophical Stile, ic being indeed his Mafter-piece, that 
he cou’d exprefs hard things in plain and eafie words, 
whereas moft others affect the quite contrary ; and this 
he knew fo well, and was fo proud of, thac he’d be 
very angry fometimes with things becaufeexpreis'd in 
fuch words as did not pleafe him, and worry one for 
the fakeo’ other, as we have formerly had occafion to 
obferve —— But we have been fo long bufie with Mr. 
Hobbs, that Sir Rogers Chriftianity will have hardly any 
reom. However, wesmuft do him the Juftice to think 
he has a litcle more on’t than the other, and chat he 
has at leaft as much Chriftianity as Tully and Seneca, 
whom he tranflated, both of which believ’d and defeo- 
ded fome Truths which Mr. Hobbs did not; both talk 
very well, and the darter, if we may believe Caufin, 
was a kind of a Chriftian. Its true, there are fome Ar- 
ticles of Mr. Hobbs's Creed, which feem tobe explain’d 
in che old Obfervators, as of ahfolute Submiffion and Pow- 
er, 8c. But we have no proof that he believ’d the o- 
thers, aud therefore Charity obliges us to hope the beft. 
This is certain, whether or no he’s che better Chriftian, 
Sir Roger is clearly the better Gentleman, ( that’s fome- 
what ) and at leaft as good, if not a hetter Englifhman, 
we mean (for we wou'd not be miftaken ) writes finer 
Englifo than even Hobbs himfelf, which we need go no 
further to prove than his Pables; ——~ one of A 


that of the old Lyan when his Teezh were out, &c. makes 
us fay lefs of him than we otherwile fhou'd, tho’ he 
muft not expect fo fair Quarter from all the reft of the 
Forrefters, moft of whofe Far he has formerly made fly 4- 
bout their Ears. 

Qneft. 2. Whether the Samaritan Charaffer, or vulgar 
Hebrew be the more ancient ? 

Anfw, We thall refolve this Queftion with feveral o- 
thers a-kin to it, in a difcourie we intend in anfwer to 
fome Queftions relating to the Verfion of the LXX,which 
we have already reeeiv'd. ) 

Queft. 3. Whether Milton and Waller were not the beft 
Englifh Poets ? and which the better of the two ? 

Anjw. We hall anfwer this double Queftion toge- 
ther: They were both excellent in their kind, and ex- 
ceeded each other, and all befides. Aféison was the fut- 
lefland Joftiejt, Waller the neateff and molt corred Poet 
we ever had. But yet we think Milton wrote too little 
in Verte, and too much in Profe, to carry the Name 
of Bet from al orhers; and Mr. Waller, tho’ a full 
and noble Writer, yet comes not up ia’ our Judgments 
to that, »~— Mens divinior atque 0s —~ Magna Sonaturum, as 
Horace calls it, which Milton has, and wherein we think 
he was never equafled His Deicription of the Pau- 
demonium, his Battles of the Angels, his Creation of 
the World, his Digreflion of Light, in his'Paradice loft, 
are all inimitable pieces, and even that antique Style 
which he ufes, feems to become the Subjeét, like the 
ftrange dreffes wherein we reprefent the old Heroes. 
The Defcription of Samfon’s Death, the artificial and 
delicate preparation of the Incidents and Narrations, 
the turn of the whole, and more thanall, che terrible 
Satyr on Woman, in his Difcourfe with Dalilab, are un- 
doubtedly ofa piece with his other Writings; and to 
fay nothing of his Paradice regain’d, whereof he had 
only finith’d the moft barren part, in his Juvenile Po- 
ems, thofe on Mirth and Melancholly, an Elegy on his 
Friend that was drown'd, and efpecially a Fragment 
of the Paflion, are incomparable: However, we think 
him not fo general a Poet as ome we have formerly had, 
and others. {hil furviving. 

Quelt. 4. Whether the Manna of Calabria be not the fame 
in Nature without any {pecifick difference, with that which 
Ifrael bad in the Wilderne{s ? 

' Avfw. Suppofing it were, the Miracle ceafes not, for 
its falling in fuch a quantity, and at fuch times, had 
ftill been miraculous, as the Qusils alfo were, tho’ a 
natural Food. But its plain from feveral marks, as if 
on purpofe given in the Text, that this was neither 
Calabrian nor Arabian Manna, nor any, Subftance that 
to our knowledge has its like in Nature. There are 
two forts of Manna mentioned in profane Hiftories ; one 
to which Galen and Diofcorides give that Name, which 
ismo more than certain fragments of Frankincenfe, fie 
indeed for Men to prefent to God, but not for God to 
fend as Food for Men. here's another fort;that in theQues 
ftion,and which our Apothecaries fo commonly ufe, which 
is a kind of a Honey-dew, falling inceed from Heaven, but. 
in a natural way, yet fo much refembling the true Manna. 
that thence the Arabians, on whofe Mountains ‘tis foun 
in great plenty, gave it that Name; for whence elfe 
cou’d it have ic, aod what coud ic fignifie, chis meanj 
on’e. being only a Portion inthe Hebrew, becaufe diftr{- 
buted to the people according to their wants: But 
this the I/raelites Manna cou'd not be, as is plain from 
feveral different qualities to be found in either, they, 
differ'd in Colour: The Ifraelires Manna was white, the 
ies yellowith. In confiftence, the Mraelises 
was hard and Fryable, it might be ground in a mill, 
beaten ina Mortar, or baked in an Oven; whereas 
the other is rather glutinous or clammy, like other Ho- 


ney. The other Manné the Uraclites yaxy probably 
might 
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before, Mofer at leaft, who had bin fo 
in the Wilderne/s ; but this neither he 
nor any of ‘em knew, but gave ia new name, as is 
ulual- co things that ace mewsNatutal Manna either 
always falls, or elle uncertainly ; this tell not a/ways, yet 
certainly as to its ftated cime; allthe week except the 
Sabbath. Then it fell but in cersain places from Repbi- 
dim to Gilzal, whencthey had need, and no longer, not 
before their provifions they brought out of Egypt was 
gone, nor after they had provifion in Canaan, and did 
eat of the old Corn of the Land. This con'd not be a 
ulual natural ching ; if fo, why might not Armies fill 
pils thofe Wildernefles with the tame ptovifion ? nor 
cou'd it be cafuat, becaufe it lafted for forty years, 
and each perfon found juit enough for his Family. 
This purified and ftunk if kept till morning, if that 
fhou’d do fo, the Apothecaries wou’d have but an ill 
Trade on’t. Laftly, This was good, fubftantial, whol- 
fome, nay pleafant and delicious Food; for which rea- 
10n its call’d the Food of Angels, agreeable no doubr 
to the Tafte of all who were ted by it That hasa 
faint Phyfical Tafte, or at leaft a Phyfical operation, be- 
ing purgativeas all know ; and it they fhoud all have 
made but one meal on't, wou'd foon have made fuch 
work among fix hundred thoufand men, that all the 
whole Wildernefs wou'd hardly have been room e- 
nough for em: And all thefe or moft of ‘emat leaft, 
are {pecifick differences between ‘em, if any thing can be 
faid to be fo. 
Queft. 5. Weethr H. Grotius, Buchanan, or Barklay 
wert the better Latin Poets ? as 
Anjw. "Tis a Maxim among the French, That ‘us 1m- 
poflible for a Dutchman to bea Wit ; nor are they 
much more favourable to us Infularies, as they 
are commonly pleas’d to call us. But as there is no- 
thing more barbarous than fuch general Reflections 
on whole Nations, (tho’ as we've formerly faid, tome 
are more inclin’d to fome fort’ of Vices than others :) 
So there’s for the moft part nothing more falfe ; and 
that of Fuvenal will ever hold —— Summos poffe ant- 
mos, magna exempla daturos Vervecum in patria craf- 
foque fub are nafci ; of which there needs no greater 
proof than Era/mus, and the famous Grotins for Holland, 
and the other two Gentlemen nam’d in the Queftion 
for Scotland, the thick Fogs of one Countrey, and cold 
blafts of another not being ableto nip thofe extraor- 
dinry Wits, who in {pite of both grew fo juftly fa- 
mous inthe World. Its true, there are fome Coun- 
tries, aS well as fome Soyls, where one thing 
feems notto grow fo kindly asin ethers. Thus in Poe- 
try, loves a cold Countrey, nor thrives well in it 5 
nor for Example, did we ever yet hear of any fa- 
mous Poet among the Laplanders; nay, or fo much 19 
either of the Northern Kingdoms, except Saxo Gram- 
maticus, who was an excellent Scholar, and ingenious 
Perfon. Nor can we think Holland is a much kinder 
Soy! for this Art than the Ifle of Ferfey, of which Mr. 
Cowley fo pleafantly in his Mflcellanies, on occafion of 
a Copy ot William Pryn’s Verfes fent him thence,

Well, fince the Soil then does not nat'rally bear 
Verle, who (a Devil) fhould import it bere ? 


And the fame or worfe its probable, he'd have faid 
had he liv’d to jee his own Works tranflated into Dutch, 
as ‘tis taidthey are. For that great Man Grotius, he had 
Learning enough of other forts co eftablith his Reputa- 
tion as Jong as time lafts, without the gilding and Gar- 
niture of Poetry, wherein however he was far from 
contemptible. For Barklay, he has a good Fancy, and 
flowing ftile both in Verfe and Profe, and indeed they 
were tgo sear a-kin, but we think there are no Mira- 
cles ineither. For Buchanan, notwithftanding hisSen- 
timents of Monarchy differ from ours, or at leaft that 
of our Kingdom from his, we think him both an ho- 
neit Man, and an excellent Poet, far beyond either 
of the other, his Pialms having juftly gain’d him Re-« 
putation through all the World, though not fine e- 
nough to pleafe fo nice a Tafte as our Cowiley's, who fays 
tartly of ‘em, that chey come as far behind Davids as his 
Countrey does behind fFudes.
